But the truth is death is taking an increasing toll among 
adults in ihe prime id' life and after middle age. according to the 
research department of the Milbank M< mortal Fund, which bases 
its findings on data obtained from the Federal Census Bureau. 
Dorothy G. Wield of the foundation's research staff presented 
an interesting report at a meeting held on the twenty-third anni­ 
versary of the establishment of the fund. 
Fight principal reasons why men die quickly after middle age 
were given in the report. 
Sixty-live to eighty-five per cent of ail 
the deaths in the Fluted States are 
to the following causes: 
Tuberculosis. 
Heart disease.
